New  Kremlin  Power  Shift. . . 

Mikoyan’s  Star  Fading 

LONDON.  Oct.  14  (UPI) — Soviet  First  Deputy  Premier 
Anastas  Ivanovich  Mikoyan  is  in  eclipse,  according  to  diplo- 
.natic  dispatches  reaching  London  today. 

The  reports  said  the  “Armenian  wizard”  of  tlie  Kremlin 
has  faded  out  of  the  Soviet  Hierarchy’s  major  activities  lately. 

THERE  ARE  gtx)wing  indications  Mikoyan  may  be  on  his 
vvay  out  of  power  altogether,  the  dispatches  said. 

One  indication  Mikoyan  appears  to  be  slipping  came  in 
tlie  latest  Issue  of  the  Soviet  bi-montlily  history  of  the  Soviet 
Communist  Party. 

THE  PUBLICATION  describes  tlie  history  of  the  Ar- 
menian Communist  Party  without  once  mentioning  Mikoyan’s 
name. 

Previous  Soviet  histories  of  the  Armenian  Party  gave 
top  billing  to  Mikoyan.  They  used  to  call  him  one  of  the 
party’s  first  heroes. 

MIKOYAN  WAS  not  among  the  legion  of  Kremlin  lead- 
ers who  welcomed  Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev  back  from  New 
York  today,  ^viet  presidium  member  Demitri  Polyansky 
told  newsmen  Mikoyan  was  on  vacation. 

Mikoyan  also  was  absent  from  among  Soviet  leadei's  who 
clustered  at  Moscow’s  airport  when  Kliruslichev  flew  home 
from  a Far  Eastern  trip  last  April, 

OMISSION  OF  leading  Soviet  figures  from  official  party 
publications  in  the  past  has  heralded  their  eclipse  or  downfall. 

The  reasons  and  circumstances  for  Mikoyan’s  apparent 
fall  remained  shrouded  in  mystery  thus  far.

85th  Birthday 


Sunday  will  mark  the  85th  an- 
niversary 01  the  founding  of 
Brigham  Young  University. 

On  October  16,  1875,  Presi- 
dent Brigham  Young  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  executed  a deed 
of  trust  establishing  BYU,  origi- 
nally called  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy. 


DR.  KARL  G.  MAUSER  was 
asked  by  Pres.  Young  to  organ- 
ize the  academy  and  establish  it 
in  the  name  of  the  Church. 
V/hen  counseling  Dr.  Maeser  of 
the  importance  of  his  task.  Pres. 
Young  said,  “I  want  you  to  re- 
*^nember  that  you  ought  not  to 
teach  even  the  alphabet  or  the 
multiplication  tables  without  the 
epirit  of  God.” 

NOT  ONLY  Dr.  Maeser,  but 
all  his  successors,  followed  this 
admonition  to  enable  the  uni- 
versity to  grow  to  its  present 
stature. 

Twenty-nine  students  attend- 
ed the  first  class  in  the  Lewis 
Bldg,  at  3rd  West  and  Center 
Street.  Dr.  Maeser  was  the  prin- 
cipal and  the  only  teacher. 

BY  .1892.  the  Lewis  Bldg, 
could  no  longer  handle  the  uni- 
versity’s enrollment  and  on  Jan. 
4.  the  school  was  moved  to  the 
Education  Bldg,  on  what  is  now 
lower  campus. 

The  name  of  the  academy  was 
changed  to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity in  1903.  The  land  on 
which  upper  campus  is  now  situ- 
ated was  bought  by  the  Uni- 
versity at  a total  cost  of  $1,000 
in  1907. 

SINCE  1907,  a building  and 
expanding  university  has  dotted 
the  campus  with  buildings, 
lawns,  dorms,  roads  and  park- 
ing lots. 

From  1875  to  1942,  Founder's 
Day  was  a traditional  Ijoliday 
on  campus.  At  that  time.  Home- 
coming activities  were  combined 
y/ith  the  annual  celebration  and 
are  usually  held  during  the 
week  of  Oct.  16. 

DURING  THE  administration 
of  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
the  university  has  increased  in’ 
student  enrollment  more  than 
100  per  cent.  The  faculty  staff 
has  increased  in  an  even  larger 
proportion.  Fall  semester  enroll- 
ment totals  over  10,000  students. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son has  been  president  of  BYU 
since  1950.  His  administration 
has  continuously  promoted  an 
extensive  building  program  for 
the  university. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the 
Clark  Student  Service  Center. 
Heritage  Halls,  Helaman  Halls, 


Fletcher  Engineering  Bldg.,  Mc- 
Kay Bldg.,  Smith  Family,  Living 
Center,  Knight  Business  Bldg.. 
Snell  Industrial  Bldg.,  a new  ad- 
dition to  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
and  a motipn  picture  production 
center  in  Orem  have  been  com- 
pleted. 1 

PRESENTLY  UNDER  con-  | 
struction  is  the  library  which ! 
will  house  over  a million  books 
when  completed  and  the  ad- 
ministration building.  Contrac- 
tion on  the  Y Student  Service 
Center  will  begin  soon. 

Under  Pres.  Wilkinson’s  ad- 


ministration, the  curriculum  has 
undergone  extensive  revision  to 
eliminate  duplicating,  courses,  to 
strengthen  existing  courses,  add- 
ing courses  to  expand  the  col- 
lege program  and  inaugurating 
the  semester  system.

Plinking  with  a pistol,  or  shoot 
ing  jack  rabbits  with  a .22  does 
wonders  to  sharpen  the  eye  and 
quicken  the  reflexes.  Practice  up 
for  the  general  opening,  Oct.  22. 

Speaking  of  pistols,  brings  to 
mind  another  topic. 

With  the  mass  TV  program- 
ming of  westerns,  especially 
MaVerick  and  Paladin,  the  Der 
ringer  has  again  become  popular 
Many  sportsmen  in  Utah  are  pur> 
chasing  the  little  guns,  .using 
them  primarily  for  plinking. 

One  problem  though — how  lu 
carry  them  without  concealing 
them.  A recent  survey  of  the 
Logan,  Ogden,  Salt  Lake,  Provo, 
and  Price  police  departments 
came  up  with  this  information. 
“No  permits  have  been  issued  in 
the  past,  no  permits  will  be  is- 
sued in  the  future  and  there  are 
no  exceptions.”  To  carry  a con- 
cealed weapon  is  strictly  against 
the  law.

victory  and  ended  their  33-year 
search  for  World  Series  glory. 


All  tied  up  at  9-9  going  into 
the  bottom  of  the  ninth,  Mazer- 
Oiki  lived  up  to  his  never-say- 
die  defiance  of  the  mighty

IT  WAS  A WILD  and  deliri- 
ous finish  for  an  ecstatic  crowd 
of  36,683  partisan  Pittsburgh 
fans  who  almost  tore  down  an- 
cient Forbes  Field  as  Mazeros- 
ki’s  leadoff  shot  in  the  ninth 
inning  against  pitcher  Ralph 
Terry  carried  the  battling  Bucs 
to  their  first  World  Champion- 
ship since  1925. 

And  it  was  a wild  and  woolly 
finish,  a head  to  head  battle  in 
which  the  Yankees  spotted  the 
Pirates  a four-run  lead,  battled 
back  to  a seemi^ly-victorious 
7-4  margin,  then  gave  up  five 
runs  in  the  eighth  to  trail  9-7, 
only  to'come  back  in  the  top  of 
the  ninth  to  make  it  all  square. 

THE  BUCS  needed  a big 
break  to  do  it — a bad  bounce 
double-play  ball  in  the  big  Pir- 
ate eighth  which  hopped  up  and 
struck  Yankee  shortstop  Tony 
Kubek  in  the  face  and  leave  two 
straining  Pirates  aboard  with 
nobody  away.  And  they  took  ad- 
vantage of  it  by  chasing  across 
five  runs. 


But  when  it  was  all  over  it 
was  Mazeroski’s  hever-say-die 
shot  in  the  bottom  of  the  ninth 
which  ended  it  on  a riotous  note 
—the  Yankees  taking  away  all 
the  records  and  the  battling 
Bucs  settling  for  the  gold  and 
the  glory. 

It  was  a day  of  power  display 
in  the  warm  sunshine  and  late 
fall  haze  with  Rocky  Nelson 
swatting  a first  inning  homer 
for  the  Bucs;  Bill  Skowron  blast- 
ing one  for  the  Yanks  in  the 
fifth  with  nobody  aboard;  Yogi 
Berra  hitting  ^ “body  English" 
blast  in  the  sixth  with  two  on 
to  shoot  the 'Yankees  out  in 
front,  and  Pirate  Hal  Smith 
socking  one  in  the  eighth  with 
two  on  base  to  jump  the  Pirates 


out  in  front. 


MAZEROSKUS  came  later  — 
after  the  Yankees  had  tied  it  up 
in  the  top  of  the  ninth — arching 
over  the  wall  to  give  little  Har- 
vey Haddix  his  second  triumph 
in  this  World  Series.
